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THE MILITIA 


"A well regulated Militia, being necessary to the security of a free state, 
the right of the people to keep and bear arms, shall not be infringed. " The Second Amendment 


The following accounts regarding "militias" will ex¬ 
plain why our founding fathers included the militia in 
the 2nd Amendment when they had already provided 
provisions for the militia in the first and second Arti¬ 
cles of the Constitution, and reflects the urgent re¬ 
quirement for a "militia" today. 

HISTORY OF THE MILITIA 

The history of the militia goes back almost to the 
beginning of time. I will cover just a few examples 
as to how the militia was used. 

54 B.C.: Caesar's invasion of Britain 
On this day Caesar landed at Britain with 23,000 
troops, with some 800 support vessels. The total 
number of full time military facing them was num¬ 
bered at about 500 in all between the "four Kings of 
Kent". 

A man by the name of Cassivellaunus was made the 
commander- in-chief of the forces of Britain. Cassiv¬ 
ellaunus knew that he wouldn't stand a chance 
against Caesar's 23,000 troops. It was time to call 
out the militia. Cassivellaunus martialed the individ¬ 
ual forces of the land owners, freemen and men at 
arms. Thenceforth, they set out on a campaign of 
harassment against Caesar. 

To make a long story short, on the 13th of August 
after, in Caesar's words, "in extracting tribute and 
prisoners for the Brits " embarked and left Britain 
forever more, having the coveted British 

Isles for the glory of Rome. 

The fact is, the militia defended Britain and forced 
Caesar and his army to leave. 

Finland 

In little Finland, when Russian troops attacked, they 
were ready, and for several months the militia were 
able to respond and not only repel the invading Rus¬ 
sian troops, but actually gain territory from them in 
bitter winter fighting. When Russia made a secret 
defense pact with China, who was embroiled in a 
civil war itself, it allowed it to move troops into Fin¬ 
land and fight them to a stand still, then regain terri¬ 


tory, then take territory, but in such bitter fighting 
that a peace treaty followed. It was not as a result of 
the standing army, nor mass enlistments and training 
during the conflict. Finland's freedom was the result 
of its militia. After World War II Finland was the 
only former German friend or ally besides Spain that 
did not fall into the Soviet sphere of influence, or 
came under the heal of occupation by a foreign 
power. But, Spain had not participated in any hos¬ 
tilities as Finland had. Why? Because Finland and its 
militia was once again ready to defend itself from 
Russia or from the invading victorious Allies. 

Afghanistan 

In Afghanistan, the central government was cor¬ 
rupted, and became a communist-marxist state in¬ 
stead of a Moslem-socialist state as mandated by its 
constitution. A civil war broke out between the 
standing army of Afghanistan and the citizens of the 
state who would not give up their Moslem religion 
The people hastily formed militia units who fought a 
protracted civil war against the oppressive central 
government and its ally, the Soviet Union, for 11 
years, finally winning. Never did the several militias 
ever unite, or become uniformed, trained, or 
equipped into a formal standing army. They re¬ 
tained, for the entire 11 years, the militia organiza¬ 
tion, training, methods and small arms equipment, 
and defeated the largest military power in the world 
doing so. Remember, Afghanistan was the Russian 
equivalent to America's war in Vietnam. 

"A man’s home is his castle " 

The Magna Charta 

On the 19th of June, 1215, the barons of King John 
appeared before him, bearing arms, compelling him 
under force, to sign what is called the Magna Charta 
(Magna Carta). This Great Charter was a pact be¬ 
tween the crown and the citizen's of England, de¬ 
claring the rights and liberties of the citizen's, which 
included the right to "keep and bare arms". The 
arms spoken of were not specified, but was implied 
to be the articles of war that were necessary to go 





into battle. Thus, for the Knights and Nobles, this 
likewise meant castles with moats, ramparts, draw 
bridges, etc., and all of the other paraphernalia of a 
castle and needs to secure it. Thus comes the com¬ 
ment, "a mans home is his castle," meaning that a 
man had a right to fortify his home against any who 
may assault it, and likewise, have right to defend it 
in like manner. 

The right to keep and bear arms and defending his 
home "like a castle" was passed down from genera¬ 
tion to generation. 

The militia and the 
founding of America 

Our founding fathers were schooled in these lessons 
of history, in fact most of them were quite fluent in 
Latin, Greek, and many of them in Hebrew. They 
read and knew of the Gaelic Campaigns of Caesar, 
The Greek City States, and many other books writ¬ 
ten about the military history of each of the nations 
and why they either excelled as a nation, or failed as 
a society. 

Our founding fathers were wise to the ways of the 
world in Europe, Asia, and in the Spanish posses¬ 
sions in Central and South America. They knew that 
without the militia they would never succeed - and 
so history has proven 

The true purpose 
of the 2nd Amendment 

There was much discussion during the constitu¬ 
tional convention as to how the states would secure 
their sovereignty and liberties from a national gov¬ 
ernment. They were afraid that sooner or later there 
would come a time that this nation might be at¬ 
tacked or that the government would turn into a 
monarchy. They established the three branches of 
government, with the separation of powers. To fur¬ 
ther ensure that this nation could not be subverted 
from within, they protected the right of the militia of 
the several states to keep and bear arms through the 
second amendment. 

The majority of American's today, believe the rea¬ 
son that our fore fathers wanted the people to have 
the right to keep and bear arms was for the purpose 
of self defense against criminals, hunting, etc. This is 
NOT the primary reason for the enactment of the 
2nd Amendment. Let's let Thomas Jefferson explain 


it for us: 

" The strongest reason for the people to retain the 
right to keep and hear arms is, as a last resort, to 
protect themselves against tyranny in government" 
-Thomas Jefferson- 

Thomas Jefferson also understood that those who 
would attempt to take away the liberty of the citi¬ 
zen's of this nation must first disarm them. He knew 
what their argument for infringing on the second 
amendment would be and what their argument 
would be for abusing it. We are all familiar with the 
Anti-gun advocates argument, that if we take away 
the guns of the people, we will lower the crime rate. 
But this argument was dealt with by Thomas Jeffer¬ 
son when he copied in his Commonplace Book, the 
words of the Italian philosopher Cesare Beccaria in 
1775: 

"False is the idea of utility... that would take fire 
from men because it burns, and water because one 
may drown in it; that has no remedy for evils except 
destruction (of liberty). The laws that forbid the 
carrying of arms are laws of such nature. They dis¬ 
arm only those who are neither inclined nor 
determined to commit crimes, such laws serve 
rather to encourage than to prevent homicides, for 
an unarmed man may be attacked with greater con¬ 
fidence than an armed man ." 

Our founding fathers were very familiar with the 
words of Beccaria, and they no doubt knew this 
quote by Lord George Littleton: 

"To argue against any breach of liberty from the ill 
use that may be made of it, is to argue against 
liberty itself, since all is capable of being abused ." 

Most of our founding fathers served in the militia, 
including George Washington, who commanded the 
Virginia Militia during the French-Indian War. They 
all had a vision and intimate knowledge of the militia 
as being the source for the protection of the rights of 
the people, local government rights and the Consti¬ 
tution. They had fought the French Regular Army 
and along side their brothers the British Army, as 
militia. During the Revolution, they had fought, 
some as militia and others as regular troops of the 
Army of the United States of America, along side 
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the French Army, against both Tory Militia, Regular 
British and German troops. 

They also knew that if in the future that our consti¬ 
tution was not interpreted according to the history in 
which it was drafted, we would not have a proper 
understanding of the original intent of our founding 
fathers, or in the words of James Madison, primary 
author and supreme expert on the Constitution: 

"do not separate text from historical background. If 
you do, you will have perverted and sub- verted the 
Constitution, which can only end in a distorted, 
bastardized form of illegitimate government." 

THE MILITIA IN FOREIGN NATIONS 

The militia is not new or unique to America. There 
are many nations who have had both good and bad 
experiences with the militia. 

In current Croatia, Bosnia Herzegovina, and Yugo¬ 
slavia, we have seen that it has been by and through 
the militia that Croatia gained its independence, 
Bosnia would have been overrun by the regular 
forces of Yugoslavia without a militia, and Yugosla¬ 
via would be under attack from a foreign nation if it 
were not for a nearly one million man armed militia. 
In Iraq, there exist two separate militia forces, one 
in the north, and one in the south. Currently the 
United States, and United Nations, are in the proc¬ 
ess of helping those militia maintain peace and 
security from their own country and President from 
attacking them. If it were not for the militia of the 
Kurds and Suni Muslims in Iraq, it is a documented 
fact that the nation in which they live would be prac¬ 
ticing a genocidal war upon them. The militia of the 
Kurds and Suni is the only thing that stands between 
them and death. 

In Greece, Rome and Israel, a militia was used for 
many years. However, as these nations passed into 
time and history, they all went away from the con¬ 
cept of a militia as the security backbone, to a 
standing army, and finally to either a king or em¬ 
peror who had total and complete control over the 
military just as the National Guard Act does cur¬ 
rently in the United States. The result is obvious, 
Greece, Rome and Israel all passed into oblivion. 


NATIONAL GUARD 

-VS- 

THE MILITIA 

Most Americans today believe that The National 
Guard is the Militia reserved to the states in the 
State Constitutions and the Constitution of the 
United States of America. Nothing could be further 
from the truth. 

To begin with, the National Guard did not even ex¬ 
ist in 1775, 1787, 1791 or even all of the 1800's. It 
was created by Congress as the Act of January 21, 
1903, known by the name of it's sponsor as "The 
Dick Act." In fact, the 1982 Subcommittee on the 
Constitution of the Senate Judiciary Committee, 
says this: 

"That the National Guard is not the 'militia' re¬ 
ferred to in the Second Amendment is even 
clearer today. Congress had organized the Na¬ 
tional Guard under its power to 'raise and 
support armies' and not its power to 'Provide for 
organizing, arming and disciplining the militia.' 
The modern National Guard was specifically in¬ 
tended to avoid status as the constitutional 
militia, a distinction recognized by 10 U.S.C. 
311(a)." 

Also, the arms and ammunition, etc., of the Na¬ 
tional Guard are owned and controlled by the 
government, not by "the people” as clearly stipulated 
in the Second Amendment. 

In 1913 as the potential for war in Europe began to 
be taken seriously. President Wilson enacted the Re¬ 
serve Officer Training Act, and put with colleges 
small military units that were to train officers for the 
reserve forces of the U S Army. In 1916, when the 
war was then in full bloom, Teddy Roosevelt asked 
Wilson for a commission as a General, and volun¬ 
teered to raise a militia army, just as he did in the 
Spanish-American War, and lead it into battle in 
Europe, as he did in Cuba. Wilson reacted as any 
cold blooded politician would, and eliminated the 
militia in the United States, unilaterally, on June 3, 
Wtth U S. Code, Title 32, which completely altered 
the definition of the militia and its service, who con¬ 
trolled it, and what it was. Without knowing it or 
realizing it, title 32 violated every article and section 
of the Constitution and the Second Amendment. For 
instance the law; 
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* Made the National Guard part of the Armed 
Forces of the United States. 

* Made the National Guard "federally recognized," 
instead of state recognized. 

* Active duty was now at the discretion of the U S. 
military, not by call out of governor or legislature. 

* Finances the National Guard from the U S. Treas¬ 
ury. 

* The Guard is placed under the direct command of 
the "staff corps of the Army as the Secretary of the 
Army may authorize." Thus also placing them under 
the direct command of the Secretary of the Army. 

* Made the president the commanding officer of the 
national guard, not a president, but as the senior of¬ 
ficer, making it a private army of the president. (32 
USCS 104, c,d,e,f,) 

* On July 9, 1918, the difference between National 
Guard and Regular Army was swept away, and be¬ 
came a personnel pay folder classification only, thus 
nationalizing the entire National Guard into the 
Regular standing Armies of the United States. 

* If the state does not conform to the law, all money 
to the state may be withheld by order of the presi¬ 
dent. (Section 108) 

And in Section 110, finally puts the nail in the coffin 
of every principle of freedom and liberty in America 
with: 

* "The President shall prescribe regulations, and is¬ 
sue orders necessary to organize, discipline, and 
govern the National Guard." 

thus, making the president a dictator over the very 
people that were thought by the Founding Fathers to 
be the last vestiges of hope in keeping and maintain¬ 
ing the vigil against tyranny, oppression and a dicta¬ 
torship. 


STATE REACTION 

Each state was forced to quickly comply to the new 
law, or risk loss of funding, aid, and support from 
the federal government. In Montana, the legislature 
responded with Title 10, Military Affairs and Disas¬ 
ter and Emergency Services, which states in 
10-1-104 MCA: Federal regulations to govern. 

"Federal laws and regulations, forms, precedents, 
and usages relating to and governing the armed 
forces of the United States and militia, including The 
Uniform Code of Military Justice, shall, insofar as 
they are applicable and not inconsistent with the 
constitution of this state, apply to and govern the 
military forces of this state, including all members of 
the national guard on active duty within the state as 
active duty guard/ reserve (AGR) personnel under 
Title 32, U.S.C." 

Other states quickly capitulated, with Massachu¬ 
setts being the last, in the 1950's. Besides the State 
of Montana stating that the federal rules and regula¬ 
tions were to be in compliance with the state consti¬ 
tution they also reserved to themselves by definition 
and organization a remnant of the militia. In title 
10-1-103 they provided: 

"Classes of militia. The classes of the militia are: 

(1) the organized militia, which consists of 
the national guard and the Montana home guard; 

(2) the unorganized militia, which consists of 
the members of the militia who are not members of 
the organized militia." 

They divided the militia into two classes, the organ¬ 
ized militia which consists of the national guard and 
the Montana Home Guard, both of these must fol¬ 
low all rules and regulations of the federal govern¬ 
ment. The second class of militia is the unorganized 
militia. The unorganized militia is made up of all 
able-bodied citizen's of this state who are not mem¬ 
bers of the organized militia and as such are not rec¬ 
ognized or supported by the federal government, 
therefore, the unorganized militia conforms with 
"Militia" as provided for in the second amendment. 
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MILITIAS THAT HAVE

THE BRADY BILL 


What has happened in nations where the militia 
once existed and then was disbanded. We do not 
hear of little East Timor, who, by the power of a mi¬ 
litia overthrew a central government oppressive to 
the right of the people, and was backed by the for¬ 
eign nation of Indonesia. When they won the war, 
the militia was disbanded, and weapons collected. In 
three months, Indonesia attacked, with the aid of the 
United States, and captured and annexed East Ti¬ 
mor, as a nation it no longer exists. ENOUGH 
SAID! 

Is this a unique example? No. The loss of the militia 
organization to the civilian populace has always 
been followed by a change in government We can 
look at the examples of Poland, after World War 11, 
and the extensive role that the militia, called parti¬ 
sans, played in the freeing of that nation from the 
grasp of Hitler's Germany, and after the war the 
government ended the militia, and began regulations 
on the kind of arms the citizens could posses. The 
result was that two years later, a backroom revolu¬ 
tion brought Poland into the family of Communist 
nations. Nor is Poland an isolated example, 
Czechoslavakia followed the experience, as did 
iungary, Romania, and Yugoslavia who had the 
largest militia armies at the close of the war. 

In the cases of the communist takeovers, the gov- 
mments themselves precipitated the crises to sub¬ 
vert the people and eliminate the militia within each 
nation. It was not that the people themselves could 
not own a weapon, even up until its formal demise 
on could own a shot gun or hunting rifle in the So- 
iet Union. Italy, Germany, all of the communist na¬ 
tions have gun control laws that allow the citizen to 
keep arms. What all of those nations have eliminated 
was the ability to be organized and bare the arms. In 
each and every one of the communist nations there 
was a backroom take over of the central govern¬ 
ments, the elimination of organizations and leader¬ 
ship that would have allowed for a militia or any 
kind of training and preparation was eliminated prior 
to the political haggling that brought down the free 
government to be replaced with the socialist govern¬ 
ment. 


Handgun Control, Inc., was founded by Sarah 
Brady to lead in the legislation of the disarming of 
America. Sarah Brady is not for the rights of Ameri¬ 
cans, she is a Socialist through and through. In her 
own words she states: 

"Our task of creating a SOCIALIST America can 
only succeed when those who would resist us have 
been TOT ALL Y DISA RMED" 

(emphasis added) 

Who would oppose Mrs. Brady in her task 9 The 
Militia. Remember Thomas Jeffersons words that 
the primary purpose of the second amendment was 
to ensure that Americans as a last resort would be 
able to defend themselves against a tyrannical gov¬ 
ernment. 

Also, Sarah Brady was awarded by special lobbyist 
organizations to the tune of $250,000 for getting the 
Brady Bill passed. 

MILITIA VERSUS ARMS 

Many feel that it is too much to have a militia, that 
we need to just settle for the possession of arms. Or 
that a militia is too militaristic sounding and out of 
date. Has it been out of date for Bosnia, Croatia, 
the Kurds, Suni? A gun and a few hundred rounds of 
ammunition? This is not the concept of the Found¬ 
ing Fathers and the purpose and level of preparation 
of the militia. The militia, under the second amend¬ 
ment, is to be able to bare arms, meaning to use 
them in a military confrontation Not just pack them 
around the house, yard or forest. To stand on the 
second amendment means that you are willing, able, 
and have desires of belonging to a militia, to whom 
the right of keeping and bearing arms is guaranteed. 
The security of a free state is not found in the citi¬ 
zens having guns in the closet. It is found in the citi¬ 
zenry being trained, prepared, organized, equipped 
and lead properly so that if the government uses its 
force against the citizens, the people can respond 
with a superior amount of arms, and appropriately 
defend their rights. 

The framers had learned that the regular Army 
would not protect the rights of the people when the 
bureaucracy or a tyrant went mad with power It 
was not the army, or the bureaucratic officials, mem- 
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bers of parliament or Governors who made up the 
Revolutionary militia. Continental Congress, or 
Committees of Correspondence that started the war 
to protect the rights of man. It was John Q. Public - 
the common man. Thus, the right of the people to 
keep and bear arms is the essential element of a well 
regulated militia, which is the right of a free state for 
it's defense and security. 

Our government by passing these Crime Bills and 
the Brady Bill have shown us that they are attempt¬ 
ing to disarm the militias of the several states. With 
the National Guard belonging to the Armed forces 
of the United States the several states will have lost 
their power to protect and defend the citizens and 
property of their state. 

It is not enough to have a gun, it takes knowing 
how to us it, when, and who you can trust and rely 
upon 

The lessons of history should not be lost on us. His¬ 
tory if not studied is bound to be repeated. It us up 
to us to know and appreciate what our founding fa¬ 
thers gave us, and how hard they had to study to 
give it to us. 

If the army has control of the militia, then the militia 
will be obedient to the command of the army, which 
is in the command of the government. If the militia is 
independent and viable, then only laws which are 
right and just will come forth from the government, 
keeping the populace supportive and loyal to the 
government. To balance the military power of the 
nation, with the might of the militia, will put at odds 
any scheme by government officials to use the force 
of the government against the people. Therefore, 
when the codes and statutes are unjust for the ma¬ 
jority of the people, the people will rightly revolt, 
and the government will have to acquiesce without a 
shot being fired, because the militia stands vigilant in 
carrying out the will of the people in defense of 
rights, liberty and freedom. 

The purpose of government is in the protection of 
the rights of the people, when it does not accomplish 
this, the militia is the crusader who steps forward, 
and upon it rests the mantle of defense of the rights 
of the people. 

The United States of America, formerly a Republic, 
now hangs in the balance. We can leave our fate in 
the hands of corrupted, self serving, foreign merce¬ 
naries, trust our fate to their decisions, which are 
fostered by agencies of our government and private 
corporations in it's employ, denying us the freedom 


to "keep and bare arms," which is "necessary to the 
security of a free State," or we can return to the 
original intent of our founding fathers (who bled and 
died for this country), in the defense of our God 
given unalienable rights, protected by the Constitu¬ 
tion, and guaranteed to us as citizens, by the Second 
Amendment. 

Put simply, one cannot believe in the Right to keep 
and bear arms without believing in the 'Militia'' 

Captain, what do you think, I asked, of the part 
your soldiers play ?

"The security of a state wholly depends upon this, 
the good graces of the citizens upon whose backs it 
rests. When the individual citizen no longer takes 
an active part in the defense of his nation, that na¬ 
tion is soon to fall ." 
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DECLARATION 


When, in the course of human events, it becomes necessary for the Citizen's of this State, to exercise their right 
to protect and defend their lives, families, property and the right of this State to be free and independent, a de¬ 
cent respect to the opinions of mankind requires that they should declare the causes which impel them to exercise 
their 2nd Amendment rights, which are guaranteed and protected by the Constitution of the United States of 
America 

We hold these truths to be self-evident; that all men are created equal, that they are endowed by their Creator 
with certain unalienable rights, thdt among these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness (property ). That to 
secure these rights, governments are instituted among men, deriving their just powers from the consent of the 
governed. The history of the present federal government is a history of repeated injuries and usurpations, all hav¬ 
ing in direct object the establishment of absolute power and control over the citizen's of the State of Montana, 
and likewise, the rest of the several states of the union. To prove this, let facts be submitted to a candid world. 

TRAIN OF ABUSES 

("The Declaration of Independence of 1776" was used as the outline for the following "Train of Abuses". 
Present day examples and connotations have been added.) 

The present federal government has bribed the several states and their local governments into obeying their rules 
and regulations (which are contrary to the Constitution of the State of Montana and the Constitution of the 
United States of America) or they would withhold any grants and/or funds to said governments (do this or else). 

For deteriorating our abilities to trade with one another without federal intervention, manipulation and control; 

For imposing taxes on us without our consent; 

For depriving us, in many cases, of the benefits of trial by jury (all tax fore-closures) and the disadvantaged de¬ 
prived of proper defense; 

For quartering large bodies of armed foreign troops among us and protecting them, by mock trials, from punish¬ 
ment for any murders which they have committed on the innocent inhabitants (Weaver, Waco, etc.) of these free 
and independent states; 

The federal government has erected a multitude of new offices, and sent hither swarms of officers to harass our 
people and eat out their substance, often these officers being under foreign control and finance; 

The federal government has given it's consent to agencies who have unconstitutionally plundered our homes, 
ravaged our property, burned our homes, and destroyed the lives of our people as well as murdering innocent 
citizen's of these United States. 

For endeavouring to take away our charters, abolishing our most valuable laws, and altering fundamentally the 
forms of our government, which our Founding Fathers bled and died for; without the consent of the governed, 
which is their right as free and independent citizens; 

The federal government has rendered the several states defenseless by taking away their organized militia from 
them (incorporated in the national army), and is now in the process of disarming the unorganized militia by laws 
which are unconstitutional and detrimental to a free and independent State, thus, rendering the several states to 
all the dangers of invasion and convulsions from without as well as from within; 
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In every stage of these oppressions we have petitioned for redress in the most humble terms; to the judiciary, the 
legislative and the executive branches of this present government; our repeated petitions have been answered 
only by repeated injury. 

Nor have we remained silent to our fellow citizen's. We have warned them from time to time of the usurpations 
and travesties that this present federal government has done to them and continues to do to them; Some have lis¬ 
tened; Some have not; 

This present federal government has, by it's actions, declared war upon it's citizen's; 

As our fellow citizen's have not consented to altering or abolishing the form of government guaranteed to us 
through the Constitution of the United States of America and the Constitutution of the State of Montana, we, 
therefore, the able-bodied citizen's of the State of Montana, do, by and through the authority of the citizen's of 
the State of Montana and the citizen's of the several States united, have the right to protect and defend our lives, 
families, property and the right of the State of Montana to be a free and independent State, in the form our 
Founding Fathers enacted for our use; 

THE FEDERALIST PAPERS 

No. 28 - Hamilton - The militia is a voluntary force not associated or under the control of the state except 
when called out; a permanent or long standing force would be entirely different in make-up and call. 

No. 46 - Madison - The highest number to which a standing army can be carried in any country does not ex¬ 
ceed one hundredth part of the number of the souls, or one twenty-fifth part of the number able to bear arms. 
This proportion would not yield, in the United States, an army of more than twenty-five or thirty thousand men. 

To these would be opposed a militia amounting to near half a million of citizens with arms in their hands, of 
fleered by men chosen from among themselves, fighting for their common liberties and united and conducted by 
governments possessing their affections and confidence. It may well be doubted whether a militia thus circum¬ 
stanced could ever be conquered by such a proportion of regular troops. Besides the advantage of being armed, 
forms a barrier against the enterprises of ambition, more insurmountable than any which a simple government 
of any form can admit of. The governments of Europe are afraid to trust the people with arms. If they did, the 
people would certainly shake off the yoke of tyranny, as America did. Let us not insult the free and gallant citi¬ 
zens of America with the suspicion that they would be less able to defend the rights of which they would be in 
actual possession than the debased subjects of arbitrary power would be to rescue theirs from the hands of 
their oppressors. 

No. 69 - Hamilton - The president, and government, will only control the militia when a part of them is in the 
actual service of the federal government, else, they are independent and not under the command of the presi¬ 
dent or the government. The states would control the militia, only when called out into the service of the state, 
and then the governor would be the commander in chief where enumerated in the respective state constitution. 
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AUTHORITY 


CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
Article 1, Section 8. Powers granted Congress 

#15. Calling Out Militia. To provide for calling forth the Militia to execute the Laws of the Union, suppress 
Insurrection and repel Invasions; 

#16. Regulating Milita. To provjde for organizing, arming, and disciplining, the Militia, and for governing 
such Part of them as may be employed in the Service of the United States reserving to the States respectively, the 
Appointment of the Officers, and the Authority of training the Militia to the discipline prescribed by Congress; 

Article II, Section 2. Powers of the President 

1. Military Power; Executive Departments; Reprieves and Pardons. 

The President shall be Commander in Chief of the Army and Navy of the United States, and of the Militia of the 
several States, when called into the actual Service of the United States; 

Amendment II. Right to keep and bear Arms 

People Retain Rights to a Militia. A well regulated Militia, being necessary to the security of a free State, the 
right of the people to keep and bear Arms, shall not be infringed. 

Amendment IX. Enumeration of Rights 

Certain Rights Retained by the People. The enumeration of certain rights, shall not be construed to deny or 
disparage others retained by the people. 

Amendment X. Reservation of Rights 

Rights Reserved to State or People. The powers not delegated to the United States by the Constitution, nor 
prohibited by it to the States, are reserved to the States respectively, or to the people. 

The Constitution of the United States of America is to be interpreted by the intent of the writers of the Consti¬ 
tution, at the time it was written, as per James Madison, primary author and supreme expert on the Constitution: 

"do not separate text from historical background. If you do, you will have perverted and subverted the 
Constitution, which can only end in a distorted, bastardized form of illegitimate government." 

CONSTITUTION OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 

Article II, Section 3 

Inalienable rights. All persons are bom free and have certain inalienable rights. They include the right to a 
clean and healthful environment and the rights of pursuing life's basic necessities, enjoying and defending their 
lives and liberties, acquiring, possessing and protecting property, and seeking their safety, health, and happiness 
in all lawful ways. In enjoying these rights, all persons recognize corresponding responsibilities. 
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Article II, Section 12 


Right to bear arms. The right of any person to keep or bear arms in defense of his own home, person, and 
property, or in aid of the civil power when thereto legally summoned, shall not be called in question, but nothing 
herein contained shall be held to permit the carrying of concealed weapons. 

Article VI, Section 13 

Militia. (1) The governor is commander-in-chief of the militia forces of the state, except when they are in the 
actual service of the United States. He may call out any part or all of the forces to aid in the execution of the 
laws, suppress insurrection, repel invasion, or protect life and property in natural disasters. 

(2) The militia forces shall consist of all able-bodied citizens of the state except those exempted by law. 

Article II, Section 34 

Unenumerated Rights. The enumeration in the constitution of certain rights shall not be construed to deny, 
impair, or disparage others retained by the people. 

Article VI, Par. 2, 

Constitution of the United States of America 

Law of the Land. This Constitution, and the Laws of the United States which shall be made in Pursuance 
thereof; and all Treaties made, or which shall be made, under the Authority of the United States, shall be the su¬ 
preme Law of the Land; and the Judges in every State shall be bound thereby, any Thing in the Constitution or 
Laws of any State to the Contrary notwithstanding.

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INTENT 


We, the able-bodied Citizen's of Montana, hold these Truths to be self-evident, that when government is insti¬ 
tuted among men for the purpose of protecting their rights and liberties, turns against the people that empowered 
it, and strives to take away their rights and liberties, it is the DUTY of man to put on the cloak of liberty for the 
sake of protecting man-kind from government that is out of control and that has transformed itself into a Tyrant. 
Just as our Founding Fathers of this Country shook off their shackles of bondage, so must we. 

THEREFORE, we, hereby solemnly publish and declare that as free, able-bodied Citizen's of the State of 
Montana do hereby pledge to exercise our right to protect and defend our lives, families and properties, by and 
through the authority of the free people of this state and of this nation; and to further this protection, we hereby 
form as members of the unorganized militia of the State of Montana, a volunteer organization to be known as the 
"Militia of Montana,_County, Unit_"

Rules and Regulations 


We, the able-bodied Citizen's of Sanders County, of the State of Montana, in Order to Fulfill our Duty 
as members of the unorganized Militia of the State of Montana, in the most efficient manner, and to further the 
attached Declaration, do hereby establish these Rules and Regulations for Unit Alpha of the unorganized Militia 
of Montana, in Sanders County. 


Chapter I 

Rank and Structure 

1. Unit Leadership. The leadership of the Unit shall consist of a Commander, supported by Officers, the number 
and rank of which will be required by the Structure of this Unit. 

2. Appointment of Officers. 

a. The Unit Commander shall be chosen by unanimous voice by the members of the Unit If a 
commander can not achieve unanimous voice of the members who shall serve under his command, 
dissatisfied members of Unit Alpha may resign from Unit Alpha, for the purpose of forming a separate 
and independent Unit in Sanders County as another volunteer organization, within Sanders County, for 
the purpose of supporting the unorganized "Militia of Montana". 

b. Officers shall be chosen by the Unit Commander, which shall be sustained by two-thirds vote of the 
men who shall serve under his command. 

3. Uniform. The Uniform of the Unit shall consist of Blue Jeans and a Gray (medium shade) shirt, with excep¬ 
tions to be based upon the need of the Unit and its purpose and location of service. 

4. Conformity with Organized Militia. The Unit shall conform as closely as possible to the rank and structure 
of the organized Militia of the State of Montana without violating 10-1-614 of the MCA, but if the Unit becomes 
engaged in active services of the State of Montana, Unit Alpha shall then be organized into such ranks as con¬ 
forms to the branch of service of the organized militia, which they are in service with. 
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5. Officers. Officers shall receive a Rank that would be applicable to the number of men under his command 
and/or his type of service in the Unit. 

6. Selection of New Officers. 

a. The selection of new Officers shall be made by appointment of the Unit Commander and with the 
concurrence of two-thirds of the men who shall serve under his command. 

b. Replacement of the Unit Commander shall require a unanimous vote by all members of the Unit and 
such replacement shall be a man who has served in the Unit for a minimum of one year. 

7. New Members. New members may join the Unit by: 

a. Age. The qualifications for service shall be all able-bodied Citizen's of the S tate of Montana, 
inhabiting the County of Sanders, who have obtained the age of 20 or older, in no case may this be 
waived for youth younger than 18. 

b. Reading of Declaration and Covenant. Having the Declaration read to them, they shall state to the 
Officer reading the Declaration that they agree and support such document; the new member shall also declare 
his support and loyalty to the Unit and then by a vote of three-fourths affirmation by the Unit, the Unit Comman¬ 
der shall accept such membership; the new member is then presented to the Unit, where all members sustain him 
in full brotherhood. Upon acceptance as a member of the Unit, the new member shall be enlisted with the cove¬ 
nant of service as follows: 

"I, (state name) shall faithfully execute the Constitutional laws of the Union of the United States of Amer¬ 
ica, and the State of Montana, to the best of my ability; to protect, defend and uphold the Constitution of the 
United States of America and the State of Montana against all enemies foreign and domestic." 


Chapter II 

Taking Up Arms 

1. Call-Out. The Unit, shall send a representative to appear before the Sheriff, and the County Commissioners, 
with a letter of greetings and notice of ability to serve. 

a. The Unit may not be called into service without the sustaining vote of the Unit. (See Part 4 of this 
Chapter.) 

b. The Unit may not be used against the unarmed citizens of the State of Montana, nor against armed 
Citizen's in defense of the Constitutions of the State of Montana and of the United States of America. 

c. The Unit may not be used against the police or governmental authority within the State of Montana, 
except by call out by the representative authority of the government, with the sustaining vote of the Unit, 
and only after such determination has been made, justified, and notice delivered to such violating entity, 
and then only for the crimes of violation of their oath of office, and such sections or articles of the Consti 
tution of the United States of America and of this State as may apply. 

d. Only the Unit Commander, the Governor of the State of Montana, the County Commissioners of 
Sanders County or the Sheriff of Sanders County may call the Unit into service, with the exceptions 
listed in Chapter VII, part 1, Section d. 
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2. Taking Up Arms. At the point of extremis, where-in the Unit is called up by the Unit Commander to exercise 
the right of defense, it shall be only for the protection of the lives, families and properties of the Citizen's of the 
State of Montana The unalienable right of maintaining and protecting the Constitution of the United States of 
America, the Constitution of the State of Montana and the form of government guaranteed to us by our founding 
fathers, shall always be a viable right of calling out the Unit and the bearing of arms against all enemies foreign 
and domestic. 

3. Moral Conflict No member of the Unit shall be compelled to serve in a conflict which he can not morally 
support in his heart with all of his might and strength. No member shall be forced to take up arms that is other¬ 
wise unwilling to do so. There shajl be no penalty towards any member so unwilling, except he shall be released 
from any authority, status, or service with the Unit. 

4. Sustaining of Conflict. At the time of the "call to arms", each man shall verbally sustain such call, to his im¬ 
mediate Officer, and in the roll call, "all voices present" shall be presented to the Unit Commander as unanimous 
for the impending action and service. 

5. Lawful Call-out To Service. The Unit may be called immediately into service by the Sheriffs office, a judge 
of competent jurisdiction, or other political office, with the Unit Commanders concurrence, to protect the rights 
of the citizen's where time does not permit the lengthy approval process. 

6. Assistance and aid requested from other Units. Upon request for assistance and aid in the form of a Call¬ 
out to this Unit from another Unit, located within the State of Montana, the Unit Commander shall immediately 
call for a voice affirmation from the Unit Members. Upon a unanimous vote of all Unit Members and the con¬ 
currence of the Unit Commander, the Unit shall provide the assistance and aid requested. 

7. Service outside of State Boundaries. The Unit may NOT be used outside the state boundaries, except in 
times of invasion of the State of Montana or one of the several States of the Union; or in Regular United States 
Army, or Navy units without the unanimous approval of the Unit members. Unit Commander, as well as permis¬ 
sion of the Governor and majority vote of the Sanders County Commissioners. 


Chapter III 

Officers and Members 

1. Terms of Commission. The Unit Commander and his Officers shall serve for a term of two years, except in 
times of general call-out, when continuity of the Unit may not be maintained. No Unit Commander or Officer 
shall serve for more that two consecutive terms in his present position. 

2. Loss of Commission. 

a. Unit Commander. The Unit Commander shall lose his commission upon leaving the Unit, or for 
conduct unbecoming an Officer as determined by a vote of three-fourths of the members of the Unit. 

b. Officers. An Officer shall lose his commission upon leaving the Unit, or for conduct unbecoming an 
Officer as determined by a vote of two-thirds of the members of the Unit. 

3. Disobedience of Orders. The penalty for disobedience of a Lawful order of a superior shall be grounds for 
dismissal from the Unit. 
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4. Removal from Unit. A member may be removed from Unit Alpha by a vote of two-thirds of the Unit. 

5. Fair Hearing. No member, regardless of position, may be removed from Unit Alpha without a fair hearing de¬ 
termining the validity of the charges and/or allegations brought against him. 

6. Pay and Allowances. 

a. Pay. The Unit shall consist of members who are ail volunteers and there shall be no paid positions 

b. Uniforms. Responsibility and cost of all uniforms shall be that of each member. 

c. Equipment. Responsibility and cost of all personal equipment shall be that of each member. 

d. Exceptions. Upon request by a member to the Unit Commander for assistance in procuring a uniform, 
equipment and/or dues, the Unit Commander shall call for a vote from the Unit. Upon a vote of three-fourths of 
the Unit and only if funds are available will such request be granted. 


Chapter IV 

Funding and Property 


1. Funding. 

a. Dues. The Unit shall operate by the dues required from each member. 

b. Donations. The Unit will accept donations. However, The Unit shall not accept donations which 
would place any obligation upon the Unit. 

c. Federal, State and/or Local Funding, Grants, Loans, etc. The Unit shall not accept any type of 
funding from any political entity, except in times of general call out. No interference by the federal 
government shall be tolerated. 


2 Property. 

a. Private. No property shall be used by the Unit without written consent of the lawful owner. 

b. Unit. Upon a unanimous vote and if funds are available, the Unit may purchase property (real and/or 
personal) for the use of the Unit. 

3. Debt. At no time will the Unit go into debt. At no time will the Unit accept any donations in the form of fund¬ 
ing or property (personal or real) from any member or non-member, unless that donation is free from all indebt¬ 
edness. 


Chapter V 

Association 

1. Association. This Unit shall provide support and information to other Units within the unorganized "Militia of 
Montana" for the most efficient accompishment of the several Units, to whatever extent deemed appropriate re¬ 
garding it's mission and purpose.

2. Dues* Each member of this Unit shall render to the Unit a $20.00 application fee at joining, and $5.00 per 
month for the administrative costs, supplies and equipment of the Unit. Exceptions: See Chapter III, 6, d. 

3. Civil Crimes. Commission of crimes against the Constitution of the State of Montana and/or the Constitution 
of the United States of America shall be grounds for a hearing to determine the continued status of membership 
within the Unit. 

4 Discipline: Rules and Regulations. The rules and regulations governing the discipline of this Unit shall be 
made by the Unit Commander, in consultation with his Officers, and with two-thirds majority vote of the mem¬ 
bers of the Unit. 


Chapter VI 

Law and Justice 

1. Sustaining Law. The Unit shall, at all times, sustain and support all of the Laws that are not in contradistinc¬ 
tion to the Constitution of the United States of America and the Constitution of the State of Montana and the 
Laws of Nature (see Article VI, Par. 2, Constitution of the United States of America). 

2. Justice. The Unit shall, at all times, be interested in fairness and justice. No member shall at any time exercise 
extortion, force, coercion or intimidation in receiving help or aid in his Unit's cause or efforts No man shall ever 
receive unto himself a personal emolument or benefit that is not available to all, nor a reward or recompense for 
service or loss. 

3. Code of Conduct. Members of the Unit shall always be under the authority of, and be subject to, the penal¬ 
ties of the Constitutional laws of the land and shall also be subject to the highest of moral standards, and when in 
the status of being called up as a member of the Organized Militia, all applicable rules and regulations of the Uni¬ 
form Code of Military Justice, will apply. 


Chapter VII 

General Provisions 


1. Cooperation with Civil Authorities. 

a. The Unit will at all times be respectful of the Rights of the citizen’s of this state, and respective of the 
civil authorities wherein it serves. 

b It is the responsibility and duty of every member of this Unit, and all officers who direct them, to 
NOT perform any action which is injurious to the rights, life, liberty, or property, of the citizen's of the 
State of Montana without due and just cause for the defense of the State of Montana and/or the United 
States of America, in the spirit and letter of the Constitutions of the aforementioned entities, and in 
upholding the aforesaid rights, life, liberty and property of all of the citizens therein. 

c. Put Down Insurrections. The Unit shall be used to suppress insurrection against the laws of the State 
of Montana and/or the County of Sanders which are held to be Constitutional under the Constitution of 
the State of Montana and/or the Constitution of the United States of America. 
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d. Repel Invasion of Armed Force of Men. The Unit may be called into serv ice by any law 
enforcement officer, government official of the city, county or state, or any private citizen who directly 
observes an armed force of men within the State of Montana who are not authorized to assemble within 
the state by the Constitution of the State or the laws held secure thereunder. 

e. Provide for Domestic Tranquility. The Unit may be used to insure domestic tranquility in the 
performance of service necessary to maintain the same: such as at times of earthquakes or other natural 
or man made disasters which would inhibit the ability of civil authorities to maintain the peace and 
security of the state. The Unit may be used in such ways and in such service as is necessary' to secure 
the safety, peace and just laws of the state under the Constitution of the State 

f. Sections c, d and e of this chapter shall be subject to Chapter 11, Part 5 of these Rules and Regulations. 

2. Enforcement of Rules and Regulations. The Unit Commander shall be responsible for enforcing these Rules 
and Regulations of Unit Alpha, to the best of his ability.

"THE NUTS AND BOLTS" 

INTRODUCTION 


By requesting the "nuts and bolts" of the actual organization, you have proven that you know we need to do 
something and more importantly that you have decided to place yourself in a leadership position. Also, that you 
realize that we are all in dire need of discipline, direction, networking, and coordination. 

After the initial information booklet hit the streets, we immediately felt the need for a more civilian styled struc¬ 
ture, in the interim for the volunteer organization's that are being establishing nationwide The "Rules and Regu¬ 
lations" that are attached to the "information booklet" that you have already received allows for the "planting of 
the seed" which is necessary for what appears to be the inevitable. 

The following program allows us to have the best of both worlds. We can have a civilian styled rank and struc¬ 
ture with much of the military disciplines that are needed. If or when it becomes necessary to exercise our Unal¬ 
ienable rights, we will already have a network of the people, by the people and for the people to use accordingly 
just by changing the names of positions and offices. 

Militia Support Group (MSG) is organized on a military model because we are at war. The Chairman fulfills 
the role of Commander-in-Chief; His Executive Board is like a Joint Chiefs of Staff; The County Directors func¬ 
tion as Field Generals; and so on. Even the Board of Governors fulfills a role in this model: a gathering of Gener¬ 
als around the planning table; assessing the battle, rewarding specific victories, strategizing for the next round. 

This is an effective way for establishing communication networks; for reaching out to our local neighbors for 
education and recruitment; for generating the funding that is needed to continue the battle; for preparing our¬ 
selves in skills that are most necessary to a militiaman; and most importantly for allowing for a peaceful means 
for the restoration of our Republic, should our political traitors choose to accept. 

We must always remember that what we are fighting is a multi-trillion dollar per year business. We are the 
stockholders of this business called our govemment(s), the public servants make up the management. The man¬ 
agement now believes that they own the business. It is up to us to make them realize that they do NOT own our 
business and they had better change their ways. If they do not decide to change their ways, it is up to us to exer¬ 
cise our Unalienable rights and remove them from office one LAWFULL WAY OR THE OTHER!!! 

The time has come to renew our commitment to high moral values and wrench the control of the government 
from the hands of the secular humanists and the self-indulging special interest groups including private corpora¬ 
tions.

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State Leadership 


ORGANIZATIONAL STRUCTURE 


The organization is run by the State Chairman who is elected by popular vote of the Board of Governors for a 
term of four years. 

The duties of the Chairman are to direct the day to day affairs of the organization and to utilize all resources of 
the organization to achieve its goals as defined by the Board of Governors. 

Th e Chairman appoints his own executive staff which is made up of a Vice-Chairman and eight Departmental 
Directors. 

The Vice Chairman is the assistant to the Chairman. His primary responsibility is aiding and assisting each 
county in building their command structures and grassroots network. 

The Liaison Director works to build relationships with elected officials in the government. 

The Coalition Director is responsible for developing a broad-based coalition of conservative organizations who 
will provide leadership and support in the moral community for pro-family efforts. Additionally, the Coalition Di¬ 
rector supervises the distribution of literature and other materials to the organizations and coordinates special 
projects for the moral community. 

The Public Relations Director serves as a liaison with the media. Some of the functions of this position are: 
writing articles, editorial and press releases, corresponding with local and national pro-family Captains and or¬ 
ganizations, monitoring and responding to the local media, and facilitating the development of an in-house news¬ 
paper and other programs. 

The Membership Director develops membership by following up on inquiries from the public, organizing cof¬ 
fees and other gatherings, and encouraging existing members to recruit their friends. Additionally, the Member¬ 
ship Director maintains the membership list and sees that all members are satisfied with their level of involve¬ 
ment. 

The Communications Director shall be responsible for ensuring that all members are networked together 
through any and all means of communications that are available, such as: phone trees, C.B.'s, pony express, etc 
Each system of communication that is established shall be overlapping within itself and with others. 

The Finance Director has oversight of all financial negotiations, including purchasing, reporting procedures, 
and fund-raising programs. The State Finance Director shall also act as a liaison to the business community: de¬ 
veloping relationships with major donors and soliciting sponsorship of special events. 

The Research Director operates an intelligence gathering center and library within the organization which serv¬ 
ices all other departments of the state office. The Research Director also maintains a working knowledge of the 
legislative calender, both State and Federal, statistical data relating thereto and current events. 

The Legal Director shall ensure that MSG receives competent legal counsel and assistance when needed. 

County Leadership 

Each County is managed by a Countv Director who is elected by the members of the County chapter. 
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The role of the Director is twofold: First, he is to implement and facilitate the policies of the organization as de¬ 
fined by the State Chairman, within parameters established by the Board of Governors. Second, he is to work 
with the State Chairman to set the agenda and policies of the county chapter. 

The County Director is assisted by a Deputy Director , who is also elected by the county membership, and an 
executive staff of eight Departmental Directors who are appointed by the Director. 

The Deputy Director is primarily responsible for the county grassroots network, but also assists the Director in 
managing the affairs of the county chapter and also will take over the role of the Director when and/or if the Di¬ 
rector is no longer able to fulfill hi$ duties. 

The Eight Departmental Directors are the county level equivalents of the state level position with the follow¬ 
ing differences: 

The County Public Relations Director is primarily responsible for producing a monthly county supplement for 
the state organizations in-house newsletter and monitoring the local media. All official interaction with the news 
media must be cleared with the State Public Relations Director. 

All County Directors must work with their counterparts at the state level to insure efficiency of operations and 
reasonable uniformity of policies. 

Important: The County level departmental directors serve at the pleasure of the County Director. A County Di¬ 
rector may or may not choose to decide the county policy by the consensus of his staff, but he retains ultimate 
authority over the county chapter. This is a prime example of the distinction between military style v. corporate 
structure. 

An effective County Director, who appoints qualified and service oriented staff members, will be able to rely on 
the expertise and advice of his staff in his decision-making and maintain a comfortable working relationship based 
on mutual trust and respect. 

We must always remember that this organization does not exist to provide a vehicle for individuals to achieve 
personal power. Each of us is accountable to our Creator and to posterity for our actions or inactions in defense 
of our National heritage. While others in past generations could afford to seek their own fulfillment, we cannot 
indulge in self-serving desires. Just as the birth of this nation required the blood of its sons and daughters, so 
must this generation, including each of us, sacrifice it's comfort that America may be preserved. 

The Board of Governors 

Four times each year, or as need, the direction and agenda are to be reassessed by the entire body of leadership. 
The State Chairman and his staff assemble with the County Directors and Deputy Directors or their proxies to 
review the past and plan the future. Each delegate has one vote and the right to address the entire assembly from 
the floor on any issue. 


THE GRASSROOTS NETWORK 

The most effective work is carried out through the grassroots network in each county. 

Under the supervision of the Deputy Director, each county is organized into areas, with telephone prefixes act¬ 
ing as area boundaries. The Deputy Director is responsible for recruiting an Area Captain for each area and see¬ 
ing that each area is fully supplied with all materials. (Note: Zip codes or voting precincts can also be used for 
boundaries, we are using telephone prefixes for this manual.) 
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Counties with large Meiropoiitan Areas. 


In larger metropolitan areas the Area Captain is responsible for dividing his area into sections and for recruiting 
Section Coordinator for each of the 10 to 20 sections in his area and seeing that each section captain is fully 
supplied with materials. 

The Section Coordinator is responsible for dividing his section into neighborhoods of 25-30 homes each and 
recruiting a Neighborhood Guard for each neighborhood The Section Coordinator sees that each of his Neigh¬ 
borhood Guards are fully supplied with materials and personally services any neighborhoods in the sections 
which do not have Guards. 

Counties where one prefix mav cover more 

than one community. 

In counties with smaller communities having only one prefix a section coordinator would not be needed. When 
one prefix covers more than one community then a Community Coordinator should be recruited carrying out 
the same functions as the Section Coordinator does in larger metropolitan communities. 

The Neighborhood Guard is responsible for informing every possible home in his neighborhood about the or¬ 
ganization. 

A fully functioning network is the key to success in any endeavour. When the network is filled, everyone's work¬ 
load is minimized because the necessary task of educating the people is shared by many volunteer's. 

Once again, the military model is crucial to success. With so many people involved, adherece to a command 
structure limits error, confusion, and redundancy. For example: as a general rule section and/or community coor¬ 
dinators should rely on their Area Captains and not go to the Deputy Director for information and materials. This 
keeps the Area Captain in full control of his area and limits the chances of error in the distribution of materials. 

DEPUTY DIRECTOR WORKSHEET 


Depending upon the size of your County Chapter, you may not need to divide your Area's into sections. Also, if 
your county chapter does not have more than one community being serviced by the same prefix then you will not 
need Community Coordinators. This is left to the discretion of the County Director, based upon the population 
and physical size of his county. 

1) Divide your county in areas of_to_sections and/or communities if applicable. 

2) Assign an Area Captain to each area. 

3) Equip each Area Captain with maps of his area, and member lists. 

5) Help your Area Captains fill their section and/or community positions. 

6) Have on hand an adequate supply of materials and supplies. 

7) Give materials and supplies to your Area Captains. 

8) Hold regular motivational and training meetings with your Area Captains to assist them in managing their sec¬ 
tions and/or communities. 
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Keeping Track of vour county network 

Use the system of Master Lists on the following pages to keep track of your county network. 

1) Fill out your own Master List of Area Captains. 

2) Give Each Area Captains enough worksheets to fill up his area, including worksheets for section and/or com¬ 
munity Coordinators and neighborhood Guards. Instruct each Area Captain how to fill out the worksheets. 

3) Have each Area Captain give his section and/or Community Coordinator enough worksheets to fill up his sec¬ 
tion and or community, including worksheets for Neighborhood Guards. 

4) Have each Section and/or Community Coordinator give his Neighborhood Area enough worksheets to fill up 
his neighborhoods. 

5) Collect and organize copies of all completed sheets. 

(Note: The diagrams that have been laid out on the front and last page of this manual have been designed for 
specific reasons. However, we are not going to explain this here, for the simple reason that this more than likely 
will fall into the wrong hands. We ask that you use your imagination and think of all of the ways these forms of 
networking can be used for. If you have any questions, we will be more than willing to answer them. Thank you.)

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HOW IT WORKS 

On page twenty-three there are two diagrams on how to set up your cells The bottom diagram can also be used 
for other purposes. 

Diagram number one is how to set up your cell system. This is based on a seven man cell format. Some like five 
or even three man cells. Starting out you build your first cell until it reaches a total of seven. One of you will be 
chosen the leader of this cell (remember we are all volunteers - watch for egos) When one of the members of 
your cell recruits a new member, bringing your number to eight, three of your eight will break off to form a new 
cell. The other four, which includes the leader, will stay behind in the old cell Both of these cells will now grow 
to seven again. The process of building and splitting will continue. Always have one of your members stay in 
contact with the cell from which the three oiiginated from. This way there will always be contact. 

After three tiers of cells have been built those in the fourth tier will not know who is in the originating tier. This 
will allow security from infiltration and subterfuge. If one cell messes up, the network as a whole will not fall. 
Diagram number two not only shows how cells can maintain contact, but also stimulates the creative process for 
setting up camps, etc. away from your home base. The circle with the x through it is home Set up base camps or 
safe-houses around your home with ample supplies. Make sure your camps are a safe distance from water sup¬ 
plies or any other area that would be suspect for such activities. 

These camps should be well stocked with supplies Remember, keep your food and clothing away from any 
metal Keep your caches small and spread out. Your camps should, at a minimum, have enough supplies for all of 
your cell and their families. 

Have out-post camps that will accomodate just a few from your cell. 

SO, WHICH WAY SHOULD I GO? 

I am sure by now you are probably a little confused as to which format you and your people should go with. 

We now have organizations structured under the military styled format, the militia support group format and 
strictly under the cell format. 

In order to find which is best, you will have to sit down with your key friends whom you know you can trust 
with your life and who you know you can count on for support during the "cold war" that we are now in Go 
through the different formats with them and then check the barometer of your community and state to see what 
type of reaction you would get from the press, law enforcement and your neighbors. Some formats work better 
in different parts of the country. 

The cell format should be used in either organizational structure that you choose. This will maintain the security 
that you will need in the days ahead. 

Above all, prepare, prepare, prepare. Some people ask: "how much is enough?" Our answer to that is: "MORE 
IS NEVER ENOUGH!" 

We have decided to include in this booklet a list of videos and books that we have available to assist you in pre¬ 
paring yourselves. We originally did not think it would be a good idea, in that we were concerned people would 
believe we were doing this to "get rich". This is not the case. Everything is put right back into the movement to 
help others Our sole concern and motive is to reclaim our nation from the Treasones XXXXXXX who have sto¬ 
len our country to be their own. IT MUST END!

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INTERPRETING THE MEANING & PURPOSE OF 
THE SECOND AMENDMENT 

By Bemadine Smith 

The framers of the Constitution were quite skilled in the use and drafting of the English language. By putting the 
militia at the forefront of the sentence which composes the Second Amendment of the Bill of Rights, they 
stressed the importance of the collective use of the right to arms. The collective use has equal status with the 
individual aspects of the absolute right. 

When the 1787 Constitution was'ready to be submitted to the governors of the states for ratification, Patrick 
Henry, the immortal voice for liberty, lectured daily against it in the Virginia State House for three weeks, criti¬ 
cizing the Constitution, warning that it had been written " as if only good men will take office! " He asked what 
they would do when evil men took office! " When evil men take office, the whole gang will be in collusion ." he 
declared, " and they will keep the people in utter ignorance and steal their liberty bv ambuscade! " (Entrapment 
from a concealed position.) 

Henry asked, "What resistance could be made if the people have no guns?" "Your guns are gone!" "Your laws on 
treason are a sham and a mockery because of their mutual implication." He told them that a major reason for ob¬ 
jecting to the Constitution was that "it does not leave us the means for defending our rights or waging war 
against tyrants!" "This Constitution will trample on your fallen liberty!" he declared. Henry warned that the new 
federal government was being given " too much money and too much power " and that it would end up consoli ¬ 
dating all power unto itself, converting us " into one solid empire. " Among other things, one of the areas he felt 
needed modification and limitation was the use of the treaty power, an area in which he forecast that " the presi ¬ 
dent would lead in the treason ." His fervor and graphic descriptions of "execrable tyranny" which would befall 
the people if they could not take arms against evil men who might take office, placed Patrick Henry in the fore¬ 
front of the effort to protect the natural rights of the people. He wanted the immediate opening of another Con¬ 
stitutional Convention to strengthen particular areas in the Constitution. That suggestion not being workable, he 
said, "The least you can do is guard it with a Bill of Rights!" 

Young James Madison saw no need for a Bill of Rights since the new federal government was to exercise only 
those powers which were delegated to them. Henry said, "Let Mr. Madison tell me when did liberty ever exist 
when the sword and the purse were given up from the people? Unless a miracle shall interpose, no nation ever 
did, nor ever can retain its liberty after the loss of the sword and the purse." At first Madison could not envision 
the possibility of tyranny happening under this Constitution. Madison was blocked from taking a seat in the first 
Senate. That blow to one who had been the secretary of the Constitutional Convention caused him to re-think 
the probability of the danger. His promise to follow through with a proposed Bill of Rights garnered support for 
him to take a seat in the first House of Representatives. So it was that the Bill of Rights, palladium of man’s natu¬ 
ral rights, was finalized on Dec. 15, 1791 and it became the unrevokable and superior part of the Constitution. 
Patrick Henry placed all his hopes upon the vigilance of the people of the future to protect the liberty that he 
helped win in the War for Independence by their standing behind the Bill of Rights, forbidding any infringement 
or curtailment of not only the Second Amendment, but the sworn oath taken "to support and defend the Consti¬ 
tution." 

Thomas Jefferson, our 3rd President, supported the idea of a Bill of Rights, confirming the authority of the peo¬ 
ple by saying: "The strongest reason for the people to retain the right to keep and bear arms is, as a last resort, to 
protect themselves against tyranny in government." May the words Patrick Henry spoke always be heeded 
through all the ages to come, as he cautioned: "Guard with jealous attention the public liberty. Suspect everyone 
who approaches that jewel! Unfortunately, nothing will preserve it but downright force and whenever you give 
up that force, you are inevitably ruined ]"

NETWORKING 


By no means do we suggest that this list of names is secure from infiltrators who would destroy what's left of 
the American Way. What follows are suggestions to help keep us out of trouble, discovered the heard way by 
people who continue to pay the price. 

1) Beware of all strangers. Historically, resistance to tyrants has taken the form of small autonomous groups 
(cells) whose members know and trust one another from long experience. 

2) Beware of the man who is "too perfect." He says all of the right things; He needs little persuasion, plus, he 
supplies a substantial amount of money. 

3) Beware of handling someone else's fire arms, or, you may find your fingerprints showing up at a crime scene. 

4) Be double aware of a stranger who proposes illegal activities. You will soon find him testying against you in 
federal court. 

5) Beware of those who draw checks from the enemy. They are very likely to have divided loyalties. 

6) Avoid drunks, drug users and anyone of unstable character. Always choose quality or quantity. 

7) Beware of someone whose intellect, education and background appear different from those with whom he 
attempts to associate. Most people inter-relate with others of similar interests and background. 

8) Do a little investigation. To be sure, the federals can create good cover. But they seldom bother because up to 
now resistance groups have almost never checked their associates backgrounds. 

9) Recognize the ruthlessness of the tyrants and act accordingly. A government which will mass murder innocent 
families, including women and children, is not going to play "fair" with you. 

10) Beware of signing up for anything or you could find yourself taking orders from F.E.M.A. as much of 
California and 23 other states are now finding out. 

11) Recognize the media tactics. Don't react to buzz words: Religious Separatists; White Supremacists; Tax 
Protesters; Cultists; Bigots; Nazis and other words which the masses are conditioned to hate. After the media has 
demonized the target, as in Weaver and Waco, the government is free to murder as it chooses. 

We must create our own means of informing the masses to cause them to be sympathetic to our cause (learn 
to fish in friendly waters). We must be committed to spreading the truth, the whole truth and nothing but the 
truth. Endeavor always to send messages which will ring true in the ears of our countrymen. There is an 
enormous amount of moral and ideological high ground which has been abandoned by our foes. Claim it and use 
it. 

As our cause continues to rapidly grow in numbers and knowledge, it has not been without pain. We must all 
bear in mind that we are volunteers from all walks of life. Each of us must guard against ego eruptions. To be a 
good leader, you must first be willing to be a servant. Study the book The Art Of War over and over again. You 
must earn respect ~ don't demand it. 

Keep it simple ~ building from the bottom up ~ private cells and public meetings. Have you ever tried to 
build a house starting with the shingles first? The militia is as strong as the preparedness of each individual 
family. If you can't eat it, wear it or shoot it, do you really need it? What good are your guns and bullets if your 
stomach is empty and your feet are bloody or frozen?
